ment of cottage and small-scale industries, and funeti|ou as an 
executive body exercising executive functions through the Executive 
Committee. 

-f ii) lo examine and advise how cottage and small-scale industries can 
lie co-ordinated with large-scale industries 
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(iii) To examine the scheme oi Ihe Stale Governments for the ptoino- 
tior ol cottage ami small-Hcale industries and to assist in co-ordinat- 
ing them 

(iv) To advise the Govermnetii on ilie marketing oi the pi'odncts ot 
cottage and small-scale industries in India and abroad 

3 At its meeting held on the 25th and 26th February 1950, the Pottage 
Industries Board unanimously authoiised the Chairman to constitute an 
Executive Committee ot the Board which could keep in continuous review the 
various problems ot cottage industries and which should not only advise 
Government on all matters of policy relating to cottage industries but also 
function as an executive body exercising executive limrtions. Government 
have accordingly decided to constitute an Executive Committee. 

4. The Board will appoint Sub-Committees tor particular purpose*. 

5. Though representatives of all the Part (' States and the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands have not been included in the Board, the intetosln of the cottage 
and small-scale industries of these areas will also he given due attention b\ the 
Board. The Governments of these areas will be kept informed of the 
transactions of the Board and they will be invited to depute their representa- 
hi x cb to participate in the proceedings whenever ibis is considered necessary.
